— were engaged In the contests. 
Come to think of III What would 
he the worth of the Olympic 
awards tn Los Angeles if this 
whole cream of sportsmen 
refused to take part in (he 
Games due to the discriminatory 
policies of , the Reagan admin- 
istration towards the athletes 
from socialist countries. The 
awards, as a result, were shared 
between tha world leaders — 


six for tha USSR and the GDR 
each. 

Free wrestling participants 
showed their mastery In Sofia. 
Taking part were wrestlers from 
ten nations, Including nine win- 
non of the 1983 championship, 
many of whom' are world, Euro- 
pean and Olympic champions, 

The USSR dominated games 
throughout, winning seven gold 


medals. Two gold medals went 
to the host country and one to 
the Democratic People's Repub- 
lic of Korea. 


The second stags of tha 
, ‘FrlentIahip-84" Games will be 
held In eight socialist countries 
in the second half of Augiut. It 
will feature 23 events In all. 


Records of the ‘Olympic day’ 


In our issue No. 55 we noted 
that everyone oxpected good re- 
sults from the parti clpanto of 
the "Olympic day”, the 22nd 
athletic meet in Berlin. This 
forecast has been vindicated. 

Lyudmila Andonove, of Bul- 
garia, meeting world record bol- 
der Tamara Bykova, of the 
USSR, face-to-face won the high 
jump with the fantastic (for to- 
day, of course) result of 207 cm, 
a new world mark, adding 2 cm 
to Tamara's former record. 

Uwe f-Iohn, of the GDR, bet- 
tered American Tom Patranoff's 
world record by 508 cm, sling- 
ing his javelin 104 m 80 cm to 
become the first man in the 
world to top the 100 m mark. 

Mari la Koch, of the GDR, 
equalled the 200 m dash world 
record, docking 21:71 sec. 

Glsela Beyer reached 73 m 
10 cm in (he discus, a GDR re- 
cord and the second best mark 
In discus history. The world re- 
cord of 73 m 28 cm belongs to 
Galina Snvlnkova, of the USSR. 


Marlles GOhr clocked 10.0 1 sec 
In the 100 m and Heike Daule 
long-jumped 732 cm (both of 
the GDR). 

There was an exciting due! 
between two ouislandlng female 
shot-putters: world record hol- 
der Natalya Llaovskaya, of the 
USSR, and ex-wbrld record hol- 
der Bona Sluptanek, of the 
GDR. The latter came off best 
with 21 m 61 cm, while Nata- 
lya registered 21 m 59 an. 

Soviet athletes set no records 
though they won several events: 
Ilia men's and women's hammer, 
the triple jump, the 400 hurdles, 
Ihe men's high jump, ihc men's 
and women's BOO m, the wo- 
men's 1,500 m and the men’s 
5,000 m. 

The contest was held In Ber- 
lin on July 20 and 21 and was 
attended by athletes from 18 
nations. The USSR entered 44 
athletes.

TIiq International meet- 
ing, "Mediterranean — a Zona of 
Peace'', has onded In the town 
of Comlso in Sicily where the 
deployment or US crulEo mis- 
siles has begun. Held on the ini- 
tiative of Italian peace commit- 
tees and other progressive pub- 
lic organizations. It was attend- 
ed by representatives of anti- 
war movements From the Medi- 
terranean countries and national 
liberation movements fine In ding 
the PI-01. 

One aim or the meeting, says 
the declaration of fho sponsors, 
Is to fu rilier consolidate the 
peace movement.

The parti- 
cipants adopted a programme of 
action providing for the holding 
in Comlso of anti-nuclear demon- 
strations and Iniernsiional meet- 
ings with lire aim oi explaining 
the dangerous consequences ol 
a nuclear conflict. 


Americans worried 


Washington. The reckless mil-

ness Week" magazine. 61 per

Over hair those polled said US 
military expenditure bad got out 
of hand. 

The Americans are especially 
worried by the Reagan administ- 
ration's attemps to stir up ten- 
sion In Central America, 65 per 
cent of those polled claimed that 
Washington's policy In the regi- 
on could confront the USA with 
a "new Vietnam”. 


Portugal’s ‘black day’ 


Lisbon, Despite protests from 
the democratic public the gov- 
ernment majority !»■ succeeded, 
with backing from right-wing 
parties, to pass the "interna] se- 
curity" law. July 27 will go 
down in the history of Portugal 
as a "black day - ', writes the 
“Dlarlo" newspaper. 

There was sharp disagreement 
during discussion of the draft 
law In parliament. Characteristi- 
cally. despite pressure from Hie 
government. Hi pas»ge wai op- 
posed by some deputies or the 
Socialist Parly which forms part 
of (he ruling coalition.

emergency security measures 
give the special services the 
right to carry out searches, 
without warrant lo censor pri- 
vate correspondence and lap 
telephone conversations. Using 
the pretext ol the need to com- 
bat public law violations, i he 
special services have In tail 
been empowered to ban meet- 
ings and rallies at their discre- 
tion. The new law. many politi- 
cal and public figures believe, 
is another indication of the on- 
slaught on the freedoms and civ- 
il ilghtB of working people being 
conducted by ihe present gov- 
ernment.

PLOT UNCOVERED 
IN INDIA 

Madras. J. Singh, ihe retired 
brigadier general, who was ar- 
rested on July 20 at Delhi air- 
port after three revolvers and 
450 gun cartridges had been 
discovered In his luggage, has 
admitted to the existence of a 
plot aiming at the physical eli- 
mination of the country's supre- 
me leaders.

Beirut. The second phase ol 
security measures is being im- 
plemented here. Army units en- 
tered the former commercial 
centre ot the Lebanese capital 
after the withdrawal ot the 
rivalling units of the right-wing 
Christian "Lebanese forces", the 
militia oi Le Parti Soda I isle 
Progressive and tile Amal Sbl’ite 
movement. Removal uf bar- 
ricades end debris has started. 
Gun shells and mines were 
heard In the city when Lebanese 
army engineers destroyed un- 
exploded shells and clea red 
mine fields. The route between 
east and west sectors ol Beirut 
will be opened by next Wednes- 
day. Meanwhile, the army Is tak- 
ing care of security In the Leba 
nese capital.
